VISION OF THE VIRGIN. | 


It Appears to Watchers by Mrs. Mal- 
ville’s Death-Bed.

NEW YORK, March 29.—Mrs. Mary Mal- 
ville, a simple, pious old woman lay dying 
just three weeks ago in her little frame 
house at Tarrytown, within a few doors of 
St. Theresa’s Church, which she had at- 
tended during the many years of her widow- 


hood. Around her were grouped her chil- 
dren, several of her oldest friends and 
neighbors and two sisters of the Francis- 
can Order. The room, which was on the 
ground floor, was darkened except for the 
light that came from the room adjoining. 
The bed on which Mrs. Maiville lay faced a

All means of solvin 
the mystery were tried, but each failed 
and at last the neighbors accepted it as a 
visitation from heaven, and waited until, 
as the day dawned, the vision faded awny. 
Once during the night the dying woman 
awakened, and her eyes rested on the 
figure.

“They Practice Fraud and Extortion 
Upon Merchants and 
Shippers.” 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 29.—In the 
Senate to-day Senator Campbell offered a 
resolution alleging that the St. Louis Bridge 
Co., the Merchants’ Bridge at St. Louis and 
other companies are being conducted con- 
trary to the provisions of their charters. 
The resolution asserts that the Illinois and 
St. Louis Bridge Co., the Merchants’ Bridge 
Co., the St, Louis Bridge Co., the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway and 
the Terminal Railroad Association of St. 
Louis, and other railroad and bridge com- 
panies, have been formed into a trust, 
whereby, by co-operating together, they 
practice fraud and extortion upon mer-. 
chants and shippers, who are compelled 
to patronize these companies, Which are con- 
ducted in violation of criminal and civil 
laws. The resolution provides for the ap- 
pointment of an investigating committee 
of five. The resolution was taken up and 
adopted, Senators Campbell, Green, Evans, 
Mussett and Kingsbury were appointed a 
committee under the resolution.

LOUIS CBLLA’S RECORD. 


Career of a Man Who Expects to Help 
Make Laws for St. Louis. 


Louis Cella, Democratic candidate for the 
House of Delegates in the Seventeenth 
Ward, is the most notorious gambler, sa- 
loonkeeper and politician in the city of St. 


Louis. 

Cella and his partner, Texas Tom 
Walsh, own the Monte Carlo gambling house 
at Madison, in adition to which, they have 
operated three or four pool and tape“ 
rooms in this city. The pair are also in- 
terested in the Madison race track, and own 
a string of horses, including the celebrated 
Simmons, who, however, is run in the name 
of Cella’s brother. Until the first of the 
year Cella was the president of the Madison 
Turf Association, which leased the Madison 
race track from the Madison Jockey Club 
in which Walsh and Cella have a 35 per — 
interest. Ex-Councilman Comfort and John- 
ny Hambrick control the rest of the Madi- 
son Jockey Club stock. 

In addition to his gambling interests Cella 
owns the saloon on the southwest corger 
of Sixth and Morgan streets and Mat 
Keilty’s old place out on Washington ave- 
nue. Cella secured his start in St. Louis as 
the proprietor of the saloon on Sixth and 
Morgan streets. This —＋ seems to have 
been a favorite resort for thieves before its 
owner became prominent as a gambler and 

litician, and the police records show that 

ella got into trouble on more than one oc- 
casion, the result of stolen property being 
found on his premises.

To most persons a “sweatshop” is only a 
name, a term for a place where people 
work for starvation wages. But it is some- 
thing worse. It means, in most instances, a 
room 10x14, with low ceilings, dark, foul, 
ili-emelling, excessively filthy, filled with 
men and women, the men always smoking. 
Add to this a red-hot stove for heating 
irons, and imagine the occupants working 
unceasingly in this 8 atmosphere, 
from before daylight till after dark, and 
you have an approximate idea of a sweat- 


working in the front room. The light strug- 
gled in through two unwashed windows, 
which were closed, although the tempera- 
ture was over 80. The floor was covered 
with rags that had not been swept away for 
weeks. In the adjoining room a gasoline 
stove, with three burners blazing, stood 
in one corner. Beside it were a presser and 
his assistant. In the opposite corner three 
girls sat huddled together about a window 
opening on the tenement yard. The room 
was very dark and dirty beyond descrip- 
tion. The gasoline stove kept the room at 
fever heat. The faces of the girls were 
flushed. The odors from the room below 
joined with the vapors of the gasoline stove 
and the steam from the presser’s table. 
Inspector Connolly served notice on Tenser 
that the shop was unfit to work in.

Mysterious Disappearance of a 
St. Louis County Miller. 


A YOUNG WIFE DESERTED. 


Jerome Hilbert of Creve Coeur Draws 
$4,000 From the Clayton Bank 
on Tuesday and Vanishes. 


Excitement is rife in Clayton and Creve 
Coeur over the mysterious disappearance 
of Jerome Hilbert, a prominent county busi- 
ness man and senior partner in the Creve 


Coeur Mills. On Tuesday morning Mr. Hil- 
bert left home in his working clothes and 
came to Clayton. He drew $4,000 from the 
County Bank and has not been seen since by 
his relatives and acquaintances. His wife 
and Mrs. Philip Gerhardt, a neighbor, were 
in Clayton Thursday evening in consulta- 
tion with John W. McElhinney, Mr. Hil- 
bert’s lawyer. This was the first intimation 
to the public that the popular miller had 
disappeared. ; 

Hilbert was the senior partner in the 
Creve Coeur Mills; a flourishing concern 
lecated on the Olive street road fourteen 
miles from this city. His brother Jacob, 
who was associated with him, died not long 
since, and the affairs of the mill have been 
in process of settlement. A partition sale 
was had Jan. 28 and the missing man given 
his choice of continuing the business or 
taking cash for his half of the total result 
of the sale, $8,000. He elected to take cash, 
but has been wavering for the last two 
months about taking the mill and running 
it with a stock company. The plant has 
been idle since the sale. Last week Attor- 
ney McElhinney wrote articles of associa- 
tion for a stock company to operate the mill 
and Jerome Hilbert offered his wife half the 
stock, but she declined it. His disappear- 
ance has brought matters to g climax, and 
now the property will be controlled by his 
brother’s widow. 

Hilbert was a very reserved man. He 
was 50 years of age, twice that of his wife. 
They lived in a rented.cottage near the mill, 

t visited nobody and had no intimate ac- 

aintanees. They were married about six 
years ago, yet his brother Jacob’s widow 
never saw the young Mrs. Hilbert until 
Jerome Hilbert’s disappearance. 

There was no trouble in the division of the 
property, nor in the milling business, and 
no one seems to know enough about Hilbert 
and his domestic relations to speculate as 
to the cause of his leaving. It has been no- 
ticed by friends and associates, however, 
that Hilbert of late was worrying over 
something, wavering in his actions and un- 
decided in his business operations. He did 
not drink.

He gave close attention to his business 
during the day and spent most of his even- 
ings at home. His only recreation was an 
occasional trip to the city to accompan 
his wife to the theater. Hilbert is well- 
known in Clayton, but not the slightest 
clew to his whereabouts since y has 
developed.

ATTEMPTS AT 
BRIBERY. 


The Attorney for the Taylors 
Asked About Alleged Offers. 


COL. MYERS. ON JHE STAND. 


A Peculiar Letter Also Shown in the 
Court Room at the Mur- 
der Trial. 


CARROLLTON, Mo., March 29.—The tes- 
timony of J. C. South yesterday afternoon 
closed the State’s case in the celebrated 
trial of George and William Taylor for the 
murder of the Meeks family. At the re- 
quest of the defense court adjourned until 
9 o’clock this morning as it was not ready to 
proceed with its side of the case. 

Quite a sensation was sprung this morn- 
ing by showing a letter to Sheriff Standley 
by Constable Zeinner of Centerville, Io., 
stating that a negro had been offered $10,000 
to @ away with little Nellie Meeks’ The 
letter was not explicit, and did not state 
who the negro was or where from. 

CHARGES OF BRIBERY, 

Col. A. W. Myers, counsel for the defense, 
was the first witness for the defense. He 
testified to taking McClintock’s deposition. 
He was rigidly cross-examined by T. M. 
Bresnehan, and was very much tangled 
when questioned about securing by bribery 
two witnesses who would swear they met 
the Meeks family that night and that Will 
and George Taylor were not with them. 
Witness was charged with trying to bribe 
Miss Stewart to swear thai Will Taylor was 
in Browning that night. 

Ben Gibson, a brother-in-law of Geor 
Taylor, testified that there was a horse's 


track five feet away from the wagon that 


hauled the bodies to the straw stack. This 
was taken to show that the defense would 
try to prove that more than two men were 
concerned in the murder. The witness did 
not prove of much value to the defense.

ANOTHER LOBBY DEVICE. 


If after careful consideration Gov. 
Stone decides it to be his duty to con- 
vene the Legislature in extra session it 
is to be hoped that he will resist the 
specious pleas for the inclusion in his 
call of local and special legislation. All 
such pleas are to be looked upon with 
suspicion. . 

The popular demand is obviously tha 
if an extra session is called its chief work 
shall be to break the power of the 

‘lobby. Far more interest is felt in this 
than in the election reform law or the 
fellow servant bill. It is around this 
that the battle will rage, for the lobby 
will not loosen its grip without @ des- 
perate struggle. 

It is vitally important, therefore, that 
nothing shall be included in the call that 
will strengthen the lobby in its fight. 
And local bills and special legislation will 
furnish the lobby with exactly the am- 
munition it wants. 

The influence of the lobby is not based 
solely on the use of money or the dis- 
tribution of railroad passes. The reason 
why it cannot be dislodged at a regular 
Session is that in the struggle for legis- 
lation it can play off one competing in- 
terest against another. It plays upon 
the hopes and fears of members. It 
threatens the St. Louis or Kansas City 
members with the defeat of bills whi 
their constituents demand and on the 
passage of which their prestige at home 
depends. It holds out to the rural jay 
the passage of some special law that will 
help him at home. It introduces 
„Strike“ bills that can be used as clubs 
over members who represent local inter- 
ests that these bills will imperil. 

The only hope of throttling the lobby 
is to deprive it of all these weapons. 
Reduce it to downright bribery and the 
lavish. distribution of free passes, and 
upon these turn the full blaze of public- 
ity, and there is a chance of success. 
Not otherwise. 

For this reason we hope Gov. Stone 
will resist the plea for the inclusion of 
local measures in his call. It is apt to be 
only another lobby device. 


THE UNSPEAKABLE TURK. 


The reality of the Armenian massacre 
last August is not only established as a 
fact of history, but later disclosures show 
that its horrors were but faintly indi- 
cated in the earlier reports. In spite of 
the general terrorism the details of the 

infamy are gradually finding their way 
into print. They prove, if further proof 
‘were heeded, that the Turks of to-day 
are the same merciless and inhuman 
savages that their ancestors were when 
Genghis Kahn raised his pyramid of 
human skulls as a monument to his 
prowess, 

The report of the special correspondent 
of the London Times, who personally in- 
vestigated the charges against the Turks 
and Kurds, is a terrible arraignment of 
the Turkish Government. He narrates 
inexpressibly shocking atrocities com- 
mitted on Armenian men, women and 
children. It would be hard to find a 

in the record of cruelty for the 
brutalities inflicted upon the Armenian 
women especially. 

These atrocities were principally com- 
mitted by the Turkish soldiers. The 
Kurds slew, but their Turkish assistants 
indulged in ingenious cruelties. The

He is reported to have admitted that he 
was wrong in his views on the income tax 
and that he had come to the conclusion 
that it is “a wise and just measure of 
taxation.” 

The capacity to learn and the courage 
to admit an error are among the finest 
qualities a statesman can manifest. These 
qualities are possessed in the highest de- 
gree by England’s Grand Old Man, who is 
in many respects the greatest statesman 
of the English-speaking race. Mr. Glad- 
stone has never rejected new light or 
hesitated to turn from old ideas to new 
ideas. Mr. Cleveland’s frank confession 
of his error of opinion with regard to the 
income tax indicates that he is not im- 
pervious to these qualities. 

With this income tax breach in the 
President’s mental crust it is possible 
that new light on the money question 
may percolate through. If he could only 
get away from Benedict’s yacht and the 
atmosphere of New York into the clear 
sunshine of truth he might yet be turned 
into a thorough Democrat.

THE ILLS OF DECLINING PRICES. 

In a recent work on Honest Money.“ 
Arthur I. Fonda calls attention to the 
damaging effects of an increase in money 
value on manufactures and trade. The 
employer,” he says, “caught between the 
difficulty of reducing his employes’ wages 
and the falling prices of his products, 
is injured by an increased money value.” 
Goods are held for a rise in prices and 
business stagnates. Strikes are caused 
by attempts to reduce wages and the sit- 
vation is made worse. Fear and distrust 
are engendered which indirectly affect 
the whole community. 

This is an accurate description of the 
late panic and depression of business. 
It was the inevitable consequence of a 
general fall in prices, which simply means 
a rise in the value of money. Business 
may adjust itself for a time to the 
change; but, if continued, periodic dis- 
turbance is unavoidable. 

Not only agriculture but all productive 
industry is depressed by the apprecia- 
tion of the money standard. Manufact- 
ures and commerce are co-sufferers, The 
increase in the value of the money in 
which all indebtedness must be paid falls 
upon the most industrious and enterpris- 
ing classes; who as a rule are the bor- 
rowers. 

Mr. Fonda does not exaggerate when he 
says: Ot all ills, war and pestilence 
alone seem to fill the cup of human suffer- 
ing more nearly full than the depression 
and stagnation of industry which are 


brought about by constantly declining [ 


prices.“

SECRETARY LESUEUR’S DUTY, 


The approval by Gov. Stone of the act 
providing for the inspection of State 
banks, fund and trust companies will im- 
pose upon Secretary Lesueur, within a 
few weeks, the duty of appointing in- 
spectors and otherwise enforcing the 
law.

The Japanese Now Think. That China 
Wants Peace.

TOKIO, Japan, March 12.—(Via Victoria, 
B. C., March 2%.)—Public confidence in 
China's purpose to be straightforward in 
the impending convention and bring the 
pb to a speedy end grows stronger every 


y. 

An outline of the Ja ese position has 
been transmitted to Pekin through the 
Tnited States Ministers, Messrs. Dun and 
Denby, and the Tsungli Yamen has pro- 
fessed willingness to negotiate on the basis 
laid down. inute détails have not been 

ven, nor have the precise figures of in- 

emnity been communicated, but the Chi- 

nese know in a general way what they are 
expected to concede. The térms having 
been disclosed and duly considered, the dis- 
patch of an accredited envoy can mean 
ne but prompt acceptance, unless some 
trick for securing further delay is con- 
templated. 

Before the departure of the Commissioners 
from Tokio it was announced on high au- 
thority that the Japanese Government's in- 
tention in showing a part of its hand was 
to clear the way for China as far as pos- 
sible, even at some sacrifice of its advan- 
tageous position, so as to enable the de- 
feated Emperor to move in the right direc- 
tion without fear of emcountering unex- 
pected impracticable conditions. 

In one particular China’s arrangement 
fails to satisfy the fullest requirements of 
the occasion. Powerful and influential as 
Li Hung Chang was before this conflict, and 
thoroughly restored to favor as he now ap- 
pears to be, he in reality is not of the rank 
to which the privilege of representing the 
throne in vital matters is accorded. The au- 
thority to decide questions of peace or war 
is rarely delegated, in sound earnest, to any 
but members of the imperial family. 

To place the embassy wholly above suspi- 
cion, Prince Kung should have been desig- 
nated as the leader. Li Hung Chang, as a 
capable and useful coadjutor, would be in 
his proper ition. 

How indifferently he its regarded by the 
court, ang his long list of re- 
sounding titles, is evident from the uncere- 
monious way in which he has been cuffed 
and kicked about, and from the liberties 
taken with his wardrobe whenever the dis- 
pleasure Of the sovereign has been justly or 
unjustly.turned upon him. He is of the class 
that the Emperor would not hesitate an in- 
stant to race, disavow and utterly an- 
nihilate, if his autocratic humor impelled 
him to @o so. 


Li may strive heroically to serve his coun- 
try at imouseki, yet if his master chooses 
to be discontented the Viceroy may find his 
work repudiated and himself doomed to 
destruction. 

Undoubtedly he took great precaution be- 
fore risking his head in Peking, whither 
he had been summoned a dosen times dur- 
ing the winter. He laid out immense sums 
in purchasing the good will of the two eu- 
nuchs, Lung and Pi, who respectivdly stand 
nearest to the Emperor and the Empress 
Dowager. Fortified by their protection, 
he passed safely through the trying. ordeal 
of two audiences and returned to Tientsin 
in complete possession of all the dignities 
of which he had previously been stripped. 

On resuming his functions as Viceroy, his 
first act was to call about him the officers 
of his pet brigade of Hwai troops, the best- 
disciplined 2.500 men in China, and order 
them to march into the r prov- 
ince of Shanglung and keep out of reach 
of commands from Peking until he could 
again be heard from. Similar instructions 
were given to Gen. Tung Hwal, one of Li’s 
proteges, who commands 2,500 soldiers of 
the Viceroy’s own raising and training. 

The Governor of Shangtung is a warm 
ally of Li Hung Chang and can be trusted 
to co-operate in his plans. 

Thus, if affairs go ill with the peace em- 
bassy and Li again incurs the wrath of the 
monarchy, he will not, on going back to 
China, be entirely without means of defend- 
ing himself in case of extremity. 

hat he might do if driven to despera- 
tion has long been a matter of serious in- 
quiry. Never before has he been in so criti- 
Fal a position. That he feels his danger 
is obvious, and his latest movements indi- 
cate a determination to guard against it, 
no matter from what quarter it may menace 
him. 
Some members of the Japanese Govern- 
ment believe that at the last moment a near 
relation of the Chinese Emperor may take 
the highest place in the em y in conse- 
uence of a growing conviction at Peking 
that the possible fate of the Manchu dy- 
nasty ought not to be intrusted to an official 
of pure Chinese blood. Although hitherto 
a faithful servant of the crown, Li Hung 
Chang belongs to the conquered race, and 
insinuations against his loyalty have often 
been put forward in the past few months.

HI8s OWN PORCH. 


Andrew J. Campbell Shot by an 
Unknown Man at Lexington, 


A STRUGGLE AT DAYBREAK. 


He Was Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce and a Leading Fire 
Insurance Man. 


"LEXINGTON, Ky., March 29.—Andrew J. 

Campbell, Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, President of the Humane So- 
ciety and a leading fire insurance man, lies 
dead at his home in this city from a pistol 
shot, fired under mysterious circumstances 
at daybreak to-day. He occupied a room 
with his 13-year-old son on the first floor, 
opening on a rear porch. About 5 o’clock 
the little fellow was. awakened by the 
crashing of glass in the door and the fall 
of a brickbat on the floor. A moment later 
he heard a pistol shot, then a quick scuffle 
and another pistol shot. This was followed 
by a heavy fall on the floor of the porch 
and hurrying footsteps in the yard. 

Rushing out, he feund his father with 
a gaping wound in his cheek and blood 
streaming out. The family was quickly 
aroused, and neighbors who heard the 
shots rushed in. Physicians were sum- 
moned, but life was extinct. 

The porch bore evidences of a severe 
struggle; the floor was scratched by shoe 
nails and tracked with ashes. Campbell's 
own pistol was near him with two cham- 
bers empty and his face is badly powder 
burnt, proving that the shot must have 
been fired at short range. The theory of 
the family and neighbors is that Camp- 
bell heard some one at the refriger- 
ator on the back porch and went out to in- 
vestigate. The prowler threw the brick 
that crashed through the 22 door. Camp- 
bell pulled his pistol and fired; the man 
grappled him, and in the struggle over the 
pistol Campbell was shot in the face from 
his own pistol. 

Campbell intended going to Versailles, a 
near-by town, this morning and purchased 
yesterdn" a two-day accident licy for 
$5,000 in % Standard Accicdent Co. of De- 
troit. i.c had been in bad health for sev- 
eral years, having suffered partial paraly- 
sis as a result of wounds in the civil war, 
and it is said he never went on even a 
short journey without taking out an ac- 
cident policy. His wife died eight years 
ago and he leaves four children. 

Bloodhounds were taken to the yard of 
Campbell’s house this morning. They struck 
a trail on the brick walk and followed it 
through an open rear gate, but lost it in 
the confusion of tracks of the throng gath- 
ered in the alley.

Gov. Stone Vacates All Commissions 
Prior to Jan. 1, 1885. 


Special te The Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 29.—Gov. 
Stone to-day issued the following proclama- 
tion: 

“By virtue of authority conferred on me 


by law, I do hereby vacate from and after 
e ist day of July next all commissions 
issued to persons residing in any of the 
States or Territories of the United States or 
foreign countries as commissioners of deeds 
for the State of Missouri, prior to the first 
day of January, A, D. eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five.’ 

This step is necessary for the reason thet 
commissions issued thirty years ago are 
still in force, although it is probable that 
two-thirds of the persons to whom they were 
issued are either dead or removed from the 
State in which they resided at the time 
they were commissioned, No instrument 
acknowledged after July 1, 189, by a com- 
missioner of deeds whe was commissioned 
prior to Jan. 1, 1885, will be valid in law, 
hence the importance of the proclamation 
being widely known.

Fuqua’s kitchen window. She even drove 
nails for the purpose in Mrs. Fuqua’s win- 
dow sash. 

This was done before Mrs. Fuqua arose 
to prepare breakfast. Mrs. Fuqua delayed 
the matutinal meal and sallied forth with 
a hatchet to undo the unaccustomed win- 
dow drapery. Mrs. Kelley was on guard to 
delay proceedings. The ensuing argument 
was construed into an assault and the law 
invoked. Each side had about eighteen 
witnesses in court, but Judge Paxton cried 
Hold! Enough!“ He admonished the ladies 
that it was cheaper to move than pay court 
costs. Unless a modus vivendi“ is reached 
either party will soon seek other quarters. 


MUST ANSWER IN COURT. 


Officer O’Gar Prosecuted for Cruelty to 
a Dog. 


The Woman's Humane Society, through 
Special Agent C. W. Price, secured a sum- 
mens this afternoon against Policeman 
Michael O’Gar of the Second Police Dis- 
trict, charging him with cruelty to ani- 


On February 16 O’Gar tried to kill a 
dog owned by Mrs. Amelia Klose, 3315 Ne- 
braska avenue, by pounding its head over 
the top of a fence.

Uncle Sam Sends Two War Ves- 
sels to Nicaragua. 


TWO MORE ON THE PACIFIC. 


| 


Meanwhile the Claims for Damages to 
American Interests in Nicar- 
agua Are Neglected. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29.—A cable 
message has been sent to Admiral Meade at 
Kingston ordering him to dispatch two war 
vessels of his fleet to the vicinity of Grey- 
town and Bluefields, Nicaragua. 

State Department officials will not discuss 
this sudden breaking up of the squadron in 
the Caribbean, and give out the impression 
that the order is of no especial significance; 
but the movement Is looked upon in an en- 
tirely different light by naval officials. 

Great Britain will have a man-of-war off 
Bluefields or Greytown before April 16, 
when the limit of time allowed Nicaragua 
to settle the indemnity demanded expires. 
The detaching of the two ships of war for 
the South Atlantic fleet is taken to mean 
that before that date two vessels flying the 
United States colors will be in the neighbor- 


hood. 

It is surmised in diplomatic circles that 
this move is intended as a demonstration 
that the United States interests are to be re- 
spected in order that there shall be fair 
play. It may mean more, as Great Britain, 
so far as can be ascertained, has not yet 
apprised this Government of her intentions 
in regard to enforcing her demands. It is 
possible that the sending of two war ves- 
sels to Ni means nothing more than 
that the Administration intend that Amer- 
ican interests shall not be allowed to suffer, 
as they did during the Bluefields trouble. 

The demonstration will be made more ef- 
fective by the presence of two American 
vessels on the Pacific coast of Nicaragua as 
well. The Monterey has been ordered south 
from San Francisco and the Ranger is 
slowly creeping north. The Monterey is os- 
tensibly headed for Callao, but she is not 
well fitted for a long ocean voyage, and it is 
intimated that she will be at San Juan Del 
Suer when she is needed.

American Seamen Killed and Wounded 
in Brazil. 


BOSTON, Mass., March 29.—The Maine 
schooner Isaac K. Stetson has arrived from 
Brazil and Cuba with a cargo of sugar. 
The Captain is C. F. Trask, the-first mate 
is J. E. Winslow and the crew consists of 


four men. 

While at St. Catherines, Brazil, the crew 
then with the vessel was set upon while on 
shore by Brazilian soldiers and so badly 
cut that two died immediately and one was 
left in the hospital there who was not ex- 
pected to recover. The fourth received a 
stab in the back, but it was slight, and he 
came along with the Stetson. The affair oc- 
curred Dec. 16. Fred Jensen, a Dane; Ingall 
Ranschott, Charles Johnson and Nels John- 
son, Norwegian, obtained permission to go 
ashore. Word came that night to Mate 

inslow that his men had got into a fight, 
and an investigation found them in a badly 
used condition. Ranschott, Chas. Johnson 
and Jensen were terribly injured, the former 
having eight wounds, while the others each 
had five or six. Ranschott and Johnson died 
soon after bei found. Nels Johnson only 
had one cut, that in the back. According 
to the story, the men fell in with some girls, 
and were talking with them, when a party 
of soldiers came along and ordered them 
away. One word led to another, when the 
soldiers drew their weapons and fell upon 
the sailors, who were unarmed, and made 
short work of them. 

Capt. Trask saw the American Consul and 
he notified the American Minister at Rio. 
The Brazilian Government officials took 
the matter up at once. It was understood 
that some of the soldiers had been found, 
but it could not be verified before the 
schooner sailed.
